Lands in my neighborhood 
wn yearn bro sold readily at $100 per acre : to-aay 
you can buy all you want at 975 per acre. Taka 
tbe country over and you aeo It la • loH of m»Vf 
uillloni of dollars. 

We will have to lay tbl3 Iom at the door of M 
Kinley proaperity and trusta. The farmers are 
4laoonrageid, can't see any future for tobacoo, 
CM't oompete with tbe weat raising corn and 
H/ttkt ; taxea bigb : what we buy ia at a higher 
prloe; oooaaionally a drontb, and many other 
thlaga to ooatond with. In a faw daya wa will 
taavo a aM to rido up and looh at our tobaoeo.

Our 
aebool ayataa asahlaa ihoaa to give their cbll 
dren aome education ; there ia nodonbt about it, 
Le la receiving Iciw pay for his work than any 
laborer In tbiu vast country. We could bear this 
burden with more esHe, if the consumer got the 
lieneflt of a larger plug of tobacco lor the same 
money, but alas, the big divldendf gotopay hig 
per cent, on waten ii stoeks. 

It is not only the duty of every tobacco grower 
as well as business man iu the tobacco section to 
ris* up iu their might against the monster, but 
It is the duty of our Htale to say to ('ongress you 
by taxing our main staple since tbe days of the 
UtU war have kept out small competition, and 
left tbe manufacturing in the hands of a few 
and by so doing has enabled them to form a 
trust. Said trust has In the last few years rc 
daced tbe price of our main staple so low that 
our farms have gone down from 2ft to 50 per cent. 
Our growers are tbe poorest paid l^bprera In the 
United State*. We demand ol you to tab* the 
tax off tobacoo. We have known you to pay 
houn^ to aome states on sugar. 

fna our staple from the unjuat taxatioq. You 
aay It ia a luxury ; we lay It ia not, to tho nan 
tiMt nUaea It.

•\s might be expected there arc all sorts of 
schemes and enterprises talkeil aboiu lieic in 
connection with the St. Louis big show in I'.Hi:!. 
and from whleb their projectors expei't to add 
largely to their t)ank ac^couut.^. Tlie most promi- 
nent of these, however, is the Frlede Aerial 
Qlobe.acity in tbeclonds. TbegreatColumbian 
Exposition at Chicago had Its Ferris Wheel, 
built at a cost ol S300,000, tbe PArls World's Fair 
Its Eiffel Tower, erected at an expenditure of 
91,300,000, and the Ixiuisiana PurchaHe Fx|>osl- 
tton will have lis aerial globe which In to cost 
f2.000,000. 

The site on which this gigantic and wonderful 
strootnre la to be built la two hundred laat above 
the city kvel and tamadlataly adjolna the 
world's fair grounds. Tha building at Its high- 
est polft will he aeveii hundred feet ahoro tbo 
gronad^ or niaa hnadred feat ahoro tto dtp 
level. It will eoaomsod*** at one time Irom 
twenty-flve tboueaad to thirty thousand parsons 
and will contain, beside other atttaetlona, an 
Illuminated dome, inclined walka, movable oafe, 
cirooa and menagerie, observatory, Ao.. Aa. 

The aorlal coliseum will be about three hoo- 
<lred feet above the ground, one thou<aiid feet in 
eircumferenoe, and will have a continuous 
circus from morning Hit night. Tbe aerial music 
hall will be about lour ^nadred feet above tbe 
ground, one thousand feet in circumference, and 
will (amiah music oontinuonsly by an Immense 
orohaatrion. The aerial movable cafe will give 
a panoramic view of the entire fair, of beautiful 
Forest I'ark and of much of llie city. It will be 
about three hundred and ninety feet above the 
ground, ten feet wide and one thousand feet iu 
circumference. The aerial palm garden will lie 
four hundred and forty iour feet above the 
ground and one tluiusami Icct in circiimfereiiee. 

Tbe aerial suspended roof garden, eontaining 
theaters and restaurants, will be one hundred 
and ten feet aliove tbe grouml and one thousand i 
feet in clrcumferanoe. And so it will be teen 
tbat thefFriede Aerial uiobe will be at once the 
most interesting and tbe greatest structural 
wonder of the ago. It is tbe purpose of Its build- 
ers to make it a permanent thing and afioic the 
big fair is over tb rent it for oooventlons, public 
meeitogs, circuses, summer gardens Ao. 

The Ferris wheal had a oapaclty of twenty 
thousand persons a day but the aerial globe will 
accommodate six times that number, or one 
hundred and twenty tbouaand par day. The 
Eifhl Tow«*r ba4 four eleratora with a earrylng 
capaolty of sixty people, while the aerial globe 
will have sixteen eievatota whiish will oarry 
sixty people each, or with a eanrytng oapaoU^ of 
nine hundred and sixty pareona. 

The geotloman at tha head ol tha Aerial 0I» 
Co. are nan of aiain here aad stand higl In 
buataaaa aad oopnmereial olnlaa. but theirs Is a 
supaiaMi l|Q<| diattnct organisation from the 
Loulaiaaa Farahase Exposition Co. 

Soyoaaeetbatahuuugb the great exposition Is 
about a year andabalfaway, th ings are beg 1 nnl ng 
to hum here. Already Us influence is being shown 
and felt in many lines of business, and notably, 
In the bank clearances of the city. Last month 
these amounted to nearly $•>!), (XO.iXlU as against 
leiB tbat flO,0UJ,0UU fur the same month last year. 
And yet, tbe baudling of forty millions or more 
Which must be expended iu preparing for VMS 
ba* not yet really commenced. The buay times 
are jiut begionlug. The entire city is to be 
brightened up to receive and entertain the mil 
lions of "stranger* witblu its gales" between 
May iHt and I>ec. lat, ItW], and In doing this not 
less than |10,000,000 will be expended.

lie Says the lostitnte Fur Feeble Minded ifi 
Alrnat a Failare, and SbeaM 
Be Abeliahad. 



FRANRroRT, Ky., Dec. 16— Dr. C. C. 
OwenH, Superintendent of the .State Insti- 
tution for Feeble-Minded Children at 
Frankfort, in bla report filed with Gov. 
Beckham to-day recommenda tbe abolish- 
ment of tbe inatitution and tbe eatab- 
liHhmentin ita ateadof a home for all tbe 
2,000 barmleaa idiota whoee maintenance 
ia now paid for by tbe State at 175 per 
annum each. Dr. Owens disagrees with 
all bis predeceaaora for thirty yeara past, 
and atatee in bia report that aa an inati- 
tution of learning the present home for 
feeble-minded children ia a failure, and 
tbe State oonld more cheaply and in a 
better manner care for the pauper idiots 
now cared for in thecountiesof tbe State. 
In discussing the matter tbe Saperin- 
tendent aays : 

"lo a medico-pedagogic sense this in- 
stitution is almost a failure. We cannot 
cure epilepsy ; we cannot remove organic 
leaione, nor we cannot make bright men 
and women out of feeble minded chil- 
dren. An educated imbecile cannot.be 
legally held to any contraet; tbenJore, 
above all, be or she mnat be denied a oon- 
tract of marriage. An ill«ordered brain 
ia organic, with no hope of recovery, and 
should have lifelong tutelage in an insti- 
tution where this ia an abaolute estoppel 
of that generation, but a diaordered brain 
ia functional, and under proper environ- 
ment may be returned to the world, safe 
and healthy. When it is the pleasure of 
tbe Legialature to act upon the queation 
of tbe 2.000 imbedlea in tbe State of Ken- 
tucky, Vour Excellency should not over- 
look the fact that poaterity will declare 
it a wiae meaaage to the General Aaaem- 
bly in asking theru to force all feeble- 
minded children into a common home, 
where peradventore no aced will be dis- 
seminated." 

TheSuperintendentsayB the institution 
has lived within the appropriation for it, 
and will not ask the General Assembly 
for any legislative aid or benefit except 
tbe regular $15 per capita now appro- 
priated for each pupil, provided the doc- 
tor's recommendation of aboliabment is 
not adopted.
